Maplecrest Pontiac De Kol Lady was hardly seated 
on her throne, however, before her stable mate, Daisy 
Grace De Kol surpassed her yearly record by 185.4 pounds 
butter, making 1,203.5 pounds in a year, and holding her 
honors up to the present time. 

The senior two-year-old, Maplecrest Pontiac Korn- 
dyke, made 18.16 pounds butter from 296.1 pounds milk 
in seven days, eight months after calving, breaking the 
former world’s record of Prescott Mercedes Julip 2d of 
18.10 pounds of butter by the narrow margin of six-tenths 
of a pound of butter. She then made 895.52 pounds but- 
ter from 18,150 pounds milk in a year, establishing another 
world’s record in that class. 

The junior two-year-old, Maplecrest Pontiac Bromide 
Girl, made 730.96 pounds butter from 16,042.1 pounds milk 
in 365 days taking fifth place in the class for the fiscal year. 
For the year ending May, 1915, the Maplecrest Farm won 
as many first prizes for the year’s work as any other two 
firms combined, and had bred, raised and developed as 
many as any other three breeders combined in both the 
official and semi-official classes. This is a record that has 
not since been equalled by any other breeder in. the prize 
lists of the association. 

It has been very interesting to watch the race every 
year for the greatest number of 30-pound daughters, be- 
tween Pontiac Aaggie Korndyke, and his three-quarters 
brother, King of the Pontiacs. In 1911 King of the Pon- 
tiacs had two 30-pound daughters to the other’s one, and 
in 1912 was still ahead, having four 30-pound daughters 
to Pontiac Aaggie Korndyke’s three. In 1913, however, 
Pontiac Aaggie Korndyke with three new 30-pound cows, 
came ahead, having six 30-pound daughters to the other 
sire’s four. In the last year the race has been even be- 
tween the two sires, each having had six 30-pound daugh- 
ters developed, so at the present time Pontiac Aaggie 
Korndyke still maintains his lead with 12 30-pound daugh- 
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Maplecrest Pontiac De Kol Banostine.

Twenty-one others over 20 pounds of butter. 

Five of his daughters have also made over 120 pounds 
of butter in 30 days and seven over 110 pounds of butter 
He has 13 daughters to make over 500 pounds milk in 
seven days, 18 between 400 and 500 pounds and 16 below 
400 pounds. His daughters average 444.7 pounds of milk 
for seven days with an averace percentage of fat of 4.45 
making an average of 24.51 pounds of butter. This aver- 
age percentage of fat is the highest of the breed for any 
sire having as many A. R. O. daughters, and it is one of 
the main characteristics of the Pontiac Korndyke family 
it being the highest testing strain of the breed. 

Pontiac Aaggie Korndyke, it will be remembered, 
had out of his 48 A. R. O. daughters 76.60 per cent that 
made over 20 pounds of butter in seven days, which was 
4.3 per cent greater than the daughters of his nearest 
rival, Sir Veeman Hengerveld. He has one-fourth or 25 
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per cent of all his tested daughters to make over 30 pounds 
of butter, which is over twice as high a percentage as his 
nearest rival again, Sir Veeman Hengerveld. 

In the yearly test, the daughters of Pontiac Aaggie 
Korndyke have displayed marvelous persistency, perhaps 
exceeding their performance in the short time tests. Four 
of his daughters have made over 1,000 pounds of butter 
in a year, a record which is only equaled by the daughters 
of his stable-mate, Friend Hengerveld De Kol Butter 
Boy. Eight of his daughters have made over 750 pounds 
in a year, which number is only exceeded by daughters 
of one other sire, King of the Pontiacs. Pontiac Aaggie 
Korndyke, however, surpasses all other sires in the rela- 
tive percentage of his high yearly record daughters, being 
the only sire to have nine daughters make records for 365 
days to have over 50 per cent of them make over 700 
pounds of fat, or to have over 88 per cent make over 600 
pounds fat in a year. 

Each of his daughters four years old or over made 
over 1,000 pounds of butter in a year, and all of his two- 
year-old daughters made over 700 pounds of butter, the 
lowest record being 730.96 pounds, a showing for uni- 
formity that no other sire can equal for yearly produc- 
tion. His five two-year-old daughters average 786.63 
pounds of butter for a year, which surpasses the average 
of all the two-year-old daughters of any other sire with as 
many daughters tested, with the exception of De Kol 2d’s 
Butter Boy 3d. His yearly record daughters are as fol- 
lows:

This is an average of 19,167.8 pounds of milk and 
946.66 pounds of butter for 365 days, the average for milk 
being third highest, and the average for butter far ex- 
celling the average of nine or more daughters of any 
other sire in the world. rhe average of fat for the year 
was close to 4 per cent, again indicating the high normal 
test of the daughters of Pontiac Aaggie Korndyke. His 
greatest daughter, Maplecrest Pontiac Flora Hartog, 
made 30.32 pounds butter from 773 pounds milk in seven 
days, 122.38 pounds butter trom 2,991 pounds of milk in 
30 days, and 1,232.63 pounds of butter from 25,106.3 pounds 
of milk in a year. Her yearly butter record is still the 
ninth highest of the_ breed, and her eight-months-after- 
calving record of 24.35 pounds of butter from 433.5 pounds 
of milk in seven days is the fourth largest in the full-age 
division. Her yearly record month by month is as fol-

Her test sas one of the most even records ever made 
by a Holstein cow for a year. Starting out in her first 
month with a production of over 100 pounds fat or 125 
pounds butter in 31 days, she declined gradually almost 
every month to the end of the test, in the production of 
butter, but still averaging over 2% pounds of fat per day, 
during even her last two months. She averaged from 2 1-3 
pounds to 31-3 pounds fat every month during her rec- 
ord and from 72.03 pounds in her lowest 30 days to 100.69 
pounds in her highest month. While her milk production 
fell off somewhat rapidly after her first month from 2,656.8 
pounds to only 1,626.7 pounds in her 11th month, yet her 
percentage of fat rose on the other hand from 3.79 per 
cent to 4.74 per cent in her 11th and 5.17 per cent in her 
last month, thus showing a point which is most character- 
istic of the yearly records made at the Maplecrest Farm, 
a higher percentage of fat during the last few months of 
yearly test than during the first month or two. 

It proves beyond all question of doubt that the per- 
centage of fat in the first part of the yearly test was not 
abnormal and that the records were ‘made under ordinary 
condition. 

Maplecrest Pontiac Flora Hartog is a daughter of 
Highlawn Hartog De Kol, who is sired by Friend Hen- 
gerveld De Kol Butter Boy. She has a record of 1,272.92 
pounds of butter made from 25,592.5 pounds milk in a 
year, being the third highest record cow in the world 
until Finderne Holingen Fayne completed her test. 
Maplecrest Flora Hartog and her dam average 1,240.48 
pounds of butter and 25,349.3 pounds milk in a year, which 
makes them the greatest dam and daughter of the breed 
for yearly production, the average fat excelling any like 
combination in the world. Maplecrest Pontiac Flora Har-

tog is also noted as the dam of two of the most popular 
young bulls of the breed, both sired by Friend Henger- 
veld De Kol Butter Boy, the elder being owned by Mr. 
Aitken of Flint, Mich., the president of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America, and the younger by 
Henry Stevens & Son, Lacona, N. Y. 

With the wide opportunity that is being accorded to 
these two bulls, and with their splendid breeding, there 
seems to be no doubt that they will take their places 
amongst the great transmitting sires of the breed when 
their daughters come into milk. 

The second greatest daughter of Pontiac Aaggie 
Korndyke is Maplecrest Pontiac Spotted Annie, who made 


milk, she being the 11th highest record cow of the breed 
for yearly production. She is a daughter of Spotted Ann 
Daughter, who has a record of 23,582.3 pounds of milk 
and 1,082.75 pounds of butter in a year, the mother and 
daughter averaging 22,987.6 pounds of milk and 11,575.1 
pounds of butter in a year, the average being the second 
highest in the world. 

The credit for his great producing daughters is not 
due entirely to Pontiac Aaggie Korndyke, however, for 
eight out of his 12 30-pound daughters were out of daugh- 
ters of the senior herd sire of Maplecrest Farm, Friend 
Hengerveld De Kol Butter Boy, and are, therefore, three- 
quarter sisters. No other combination of the blood of 
any two sires has ever produced half as many 30-pound 
cows, and chus in respect to great producing cows alone, 
the combination of the blood of Pontiac Aaggie Korn- 
dyke upon the daughters of Friend Hengerveld De Kol 
Butter Boy may be termed to be the greatest “nick” 
in breeding that has yet been produced. In regard to 
both sires and cows, however, the cross of Pontiac Korn- 
dyke upon the daughters of Hengerveld De Kol, of 
course, still stands supreme, Pontiac Aaggie Korndyke 
being a member of this combination. His sire is Pontiac 
Korndyke, who is too well known to need description, and 
his dam is Pontiac Aaggie, who is a 20.65-pound daugh- 
ter of Hengerveld De Kol and Pontiac Aaggie Pietertje, 
who has a record of 21.97 pounds of butter. Pontiac 
Aaggie Korndyke is thus a three-quarter brother to some 
of the greatest individuals of the breed, including King 
of the Pontiacs, the sire of the only 44-pound cow and 
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nine others above 30 pounds. Pontiac Korndyke Hen- 
gerveld De Kol, the sire of the 37.41-pound cow, Lady 
Perfection Korndyke, and Pontiac Korndyke Hengerveld, 
the sire of 36 A. R. O. daughters, including one above 30 
pounds butter. Among his three-quarter sisters are the 
first two 37-pound cows—Pontiac Pet, who made 37.68 
pounds butter in seven days, Pontiac Clothilde De Kol 
2d, 37.21 pounds, and who is also the first cow to make 
1,271 pounds of butter in a year—and Pontiac Rag Apple, 
31.62 pounds. 

Pontiac Aaggie Korndyke and his sire and his dam’s 
sire have 32 30-pound cows, or more than any other four 
sires in the world. He is the only bull to have a daugh- 
ter to make over 1,200 pounds of butter in a year, to have 
a sire who has also produced a cow to make over 1,200 
pounds of butter. Although he has but 48 A. R. O. daugh- 
ters, yet even with this almost limited opportunity, this 
number of 30-pound daughters exceeds those of any other 
sire in the world, his nearest: rivals in this respect being, 
respectively: his sire, Pontiac Korndyke; his three-quarter 
brother, King of the Pontiacs; and his dam’s sire, Hen- 
gerveld De Kol. 

There is no other example in the breed that so clearly 
proves the wonderful truth of the adage that “like begets 
like,” as the fact that the four greatest sires of the breed, 
in respect to 30-pound daughters, are Pontiac Aaggie 
‘Korndyke, and his three nearest male relatives. The 
greatness of this sire is clearly shown in the average of 
all of his A. R. O. daughters in comparison with those 
of the other leading sires of the breed. In this way a 
sire whose daughters have uniformly proven to be all 
good producers, is put above the bull who has a few great 
record daughters with all the rest generally poor pro-

Korndyke leads all other sires in the high average Ge 
duction of his daughters as well as the number of 30- 
pound daughters. His daughters average 1.60 pounds of 
butter ahead of his nearest rival, Sir Veeman Hengerveld 
1.85 pounds ahead of King Segis and 2.01 pounds ahead 
of Hengerveld De Kol, 2.97 pounds ahead of King of 
the Pontiacs, 3.62 pounds ahead of Pontiac Korndyke 
3.82 pounds ahead of Colantha Johanna Lad, and 4.30 
pounds ahead of De Kol 2d’s Butter Boy 3d. The num- 
ber of A. R. O. daughters that each sire has, must of 
course be taken into consideration, for the larger num- 
ber of daughters tested, the more representative will their 
average be of determining the prepotency of the sire 
Thus a sire like King of the Pontiacs with 173 A. R. O. 
daughters, or Hengerveld De Kol with 116 A. R. O. daugh- 
ters, is entitled to more consideration than a sire with 
only 40 or 50 A. R. O. daughters. 

We have endeavored to take in all the sires of the 
breed with 40 or more A. R. O. daughters, whose daugh- 
ters average over 20 pounds of butter, although it is 
probably not complete, owing to the laborious method of 
adding up the records of the daughters of the various 
sires of the breed when there are about 6,000 of them that 
have produced A. R. O. daughters. 

In this table, while only the greatest sires of the 
breed are given, there will be seen a striking difference 
in th average of some of their daughters. For instance,

it will be noted that an average daughter of Pontiac Aag- 
gie Korndyke will give 6.66 pounds more butter or over 
37 per cent more in seven days than will a daughter of 
Lord Netherland De Kol who was for a long time noted 
for having more A. R. O. daughters than any other sire. 

It is necessary also in this comparison to take into 
account the age of the daughters of some of the sires in 
comparison with others. For instance, the daughters of 
Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes and King Segis Pontiac 
are much younger than the daughters of such sires as 
Hengerveld De Kol or De Kol Burke. While there are 
probably about 20 sires today with 40 A. R. O. daughters, 
whose average is over 20 pounds butter, yet there was 
only one sire five years ago, Hengerveld De Kol, with 
over 40 A. R. O. daughters, that could boast of that dis- 
tinction. 

The averages that have been given in the above table 
will probably not be greatly changed in even the next 
four or five years, especially with such sires as King Segis 
or Johanna Rue’s 3d Lad, whose daughters have ceased 
to make a great many new records every year. For the 
younger sires that are living today, their average will 
go up gradually for the next few years as their daughters 
become more mature and they will have a much better 
relative showing than they have at the present time. 

In regard to Pontiac Aaggie Korndyke, however, it 
is not necessary for him to increase the average of his 
daughters, for their production is so high at the present 
time that there will probably be no sire that will ever 
attain it with a large number of A. R. O. daughters, so 
if he can attain the average of over 24 pounds of butter 
with 100 daughters tested, there will be little doubt as to 
which is the greatest sire of the breed.

work, The thing as yet unaccomplished has always been 
the objective point of his endeavor. Once solved, a prob- 
lem loses all its attractiveness for him. Scientific research 
of the most delicately technical nature is the “wander- 
lust” constantly drawing him on—the goal once attained, 
he immediately shifts his efforts to new fields of endeavor. 

Notwithstanding the confining nature of his work Dr. 

) Babcock is as typically American in his love for baseball 

as the most ragged urchin who dangles on a telegraph 
pole to get a peep at the Cubs or the Giants. Every uni- 
versity ball game at Madison numbers this noted scientist 
among its fans. The doctor watches three base hits and 
double plays with the same degree of ‘interest that he 
delves into the intricacies of the atomic theory in the soli- 
tude of his laboratory. _He can shout “Bum decision!” 
at the umpire or applaud the diving catch of a Texas 
leaguer by a speedy center fielder with the greatest of 
4 avidity. In that period of adolescence consequent to an 
i excellent dinner, he can talk baseball with the most ar- 
5 dent follower of the national pastime, usually to the lat- 
ter’s ultimate discomfiture and confusion. 

The Babcock test placed the world’s dairy business 
on a commercial basis. Before its discovery cream was 
sold by weight regardless of its richness and fat content. 
Several scientists devoted years of exacting research in 
endeavoring to originate a method by which the fat con- 

| tent of milk and cream could be accurately determined. 
Then along came Dr. Babcock, a graduate of Tuft’s Col- 

lege, and the universities of Cornell and Goettingen, Ger- 

many, with his circle of bottles hanging from a metal ring. 

_.The “open Sesame” by which Dr. Babcock threw 

aside the iron door which was barring the forward move- 

ment of the dairy industry, consisted of a little sulphuric 


i acid which broke up the casein in the milk and juggled 
' loose the fat so that when he revolved the mixture in his 
; circular tester, centrifugal force completed the operation. 


The liberated fat rose in the graduated neck of the bottle 
where it could be measured, while the more dense, heavy 
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of his achievement in behalf of dairying. 
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solution of casein, acid, water and ash 
settled to the bottom. 

As soon as the success of the new 
test was assured, the fagging dairy pursuits boomed and 
prospered like a newly discovered Yukon. The stock of 
practically defunct creameries was inflated. Co-operative 
companies sprang up. Butter and cheese making pros- 
pered. A new regime of intensive dairying began. 

What of the quiet little man who brought about this 
great transformation? Did he expand with it? ‘Not in the 
least. He still occupied the same modest home on a quiet 
shaded street, he went unostentatiously about his work— 
in fact he appeared to have forgotten about the 
prominent niche which he had achieved in the Hall 
of Fame. Then of course the state of Wisconsin 
got busy and presented Dr. Babcock with a special 
medal commemorative of the value of his contribu- 
tion to the dairy industry.

In speaking 
of the Babcock test, James Wilson, secretary of agricul- 
ture said, “All of us who are interested in dairying recog- 
nize Dr. Babcock as at the very forefront in the lines of 
research that relate to this great industry. He has been 
helpful not only to Wisconsin but to the dairymen 
throughout the United States and throughout the world. 
I am particularly pleased to see honor paid to men who 
devote their lives to helping the man who works in the 
field and in the dairy ‘with his coat off. ” 

The Babcock test overshadows the numerous other 
inventions of Dr. Babcock. In conjunction with Dr. Rus- 
sell he discovered the presence of a ferment, known as 
galactose, existing in milk which produces the ripening 
of cheese, quite contrary to the popular supposition that 
bacteria accomplished this work. The result of this dis- 
covery permits Cheddar and Swiss cheesemakers to con- 
vey a milder and more delicate flavor to their product by 
ripening it at a low rather than a high temperature. Dr. 
Babcock is the inventor of a viscometer, used to deter- 
mine the viscosity of oils and thereby to detect adultera- 
tions. In collaboration with Dr. Russell and J. W. Decker 
he devised the Wisconsin curd test which enables the 
factory operator to detect tainted milk. This test has 
greatly improved the quality of cheese, as now the cheese- 
maker can quickly detect and reject bad milk which he 
formerly was compelled to use. 

At the Paris Exposition in 1906 Dr. Babcock was 
awarded the Grand Prix, the highest honor conferred on 
exhibitors. The medal presented to him by the state of 
Wisconsin is the largest bronze medal ever struck in Eng- 
land—for its execution special machinery was constructed. 
Upon its obverse side are symbolical figures representing 
Agriculture and Science bringing their offering to the 
State who sits enthroned on a raised dais. The reverse 
contains the substance of a joint resolution “recognizing 
the great value to the people of this state and to the 
whole world of the inventions and discoveries of Professor 
Stephen Moulton Babcock of the University of Wisconsin 
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and his unselfish dedication of these inventions to public 
service.” 


In Honor of Dr. Babcock 


February 9th will go down in the history of Wiscon- 
sin and in the greater historv of the dairy industry of 
the entire land as Babcock day. 

Dr. S. M. Babcock, the discoverer of the test which 
makes it possible to determine absolutely the amount of 
butter-fat in any quantity of milk, was honored on this 
day as it commemorated the 25th anniversary of his won- 
derful achievement in behalf of dairying, the perfection 
of the butter-fat test which bears his name. 

The day was closed with a banquet which was attend- 
er by about 450 men and women from all parts of the land. 

Probably no achievement in the development of the 
dairy industry has been of greater benefit to humanity 
than the discovery of the Babcock test. It has put dairy- 
ing on a definite basis. It has made it possible for the 
farmer to know which of his cows are profitable and 
which are not paying for their feed. In this one respect 
it has touched the lives and helped to increase the profits 
of thousands of farmers for it has made the cow test 
association possible. 

The Babcock test has put prosperity in thousands 
of homes where before, scarcely anything but drudgery 
reigned. In the realm of commercial affairs, the Babcock 
test has made possible the new era of dairy prosperity. 
The immense butter manufacturing business of the entire 
land now depends on the Babcock test for its real foun- 
dation. All of the cream that is manufactured into but- 
ter is paid for according to the standard established by 
this system. 

The established breeders of dairy cattle are especially 
indebted to Dr. Babcock for his discovery because it has 
made possible the establishment of the advance register 
departments of these associations. Before the advent of 
the test, cumbersome methods that were difficult of oper- 
ation were used to a very limited degree, but since the 
test, the advance register departments of all of the breed 
associations, especially the Holstein-Friesian, have flour- 
ished and this alone has been of inestimable value to the 
breeder, both from a standpoint of achievement in the 
perfection of his breeding operations and also from a 
financial viewpoint. Today, the high priced individual of 
any dairy breed owes its true worth to the unfailing sys- 
tem of determining the productive capacity through the 
Babcock test. 

At the banquet tendered Dr. Babcock, Dean Russell 
spoke on the subject of “A Quarter of a Century of Dairy 
Development in Wisconsin.” He showed the progress 
that has been made through distinct steps of individual 
and association effort up to the present advanced posi- 
tion which dairying holds in that state. The two big 
milestones in this path of progress were the invention of 
the centrifugal cream separator in 1885 and the discov- 
ery of the Babcock test in 1890. These two things have 
done much to popularize dairying. 

One of the pioneers in Holstein-Friesian progress in 
the middle west has said on repeated occasions that the 
Holstein cow owes more to the cream separator and the 
Babcock test than to any other two mechanical inven- 
tions. Her popularity with the practical farmer has been 
established by these because they are what made it pos- 
sible to demonstrate her real worth as a producer. 

Governor Philipp of Wisconsin, a man who is decid- 
edly interested in dairy progress began his address at the 
banquet with the words: “We, the people of the state, 
fully appreciate his labor and his unselfishness; we ap- 
preciate the value-of his discovery and we know and ap- 
preciate what this has done for the promotion of the great 
dairy industry of Wisconsin; and for that we thank him. 
As governor of the state, I express on behalf of the peo- 
ple the hope that the evening of his life shall be happy 
and shall be blessed with fortune and prosperity.” 

Governor W. B. Hoard, in his letter to Dr. Babcock 
said in part: “We shall never fully realize what a dark 
cloud in the field of science Dr. Babcock undertook to 
penetrate. He has been a true missionary to science.” 


A communication from the staff of the dairy division 
of the United States Department of Agriculture was sent 
Dr. Babcock. This was a hand illumined parchment and 
bore the following message: “We, who have been assem- 
bled by our Government to promote the industry to 
whose advancement you have contributed so much, take 


. 


this inadequate means of conveying to you our congrat- 
ulations and good wishes on this anniversary. Anything 
that we could say pertinent to this occasion has been 
said many times. Your work has made an enduring mon- 
ument for itself in the invention which bears your name.” 


There is scarcely a state in the Union which did not 
join Wisconsin in celebrating the 25th anniversary of the 
invention of the Babcock test, the establishment of the 
first dairy school in America and the creation of the Wis- 
consin Dairy and Food Commission. Letters and tele- 
grams from all parts of the country have been pouring 
in for the last two weeks to Dr. Babcock and his asso- 
ciates. While all of the messages received express an in- 
debtedness which other states owe Wisconsin for its con- 
tribution to the dairy industry, but a few of these can 
be cited. 


H. H. Wing, professor of dairying in Cornell Uni- 
versity: “Three factors have been potent in the develop- 
ment of the modern dairy industry in the state of New 
York—first, associated dairying; second, the introduction 
of the centrifugal separator; and third, the invention of 
the Babcock test. If one were to consider the develop- 
ment of the dairy industry from the standpoint of the 
improvement of the individual cow, there can be no doubt 
that the invention and use of the Babcock test has been 
by far the most powerful factor.” 

V. E. Scott, state leader in dairying, Reno, Nevada: 
“Dairying in Nevada has grown up knowing no other 
system of distributing dividends to farmers than on the 
basis of the Babcock test. Like other states, we are now 
using the Babcock test not only for the above purposes 
but as a means of detecting good and poor animals in the 
herd. Wisconsin is doing a fine thing commemorating 
the work of Dr. Babcock.” 


J. M. Burgess, of the division of dairying at the 
Clemson Agricultural College in South Carolina: “The 
dairy industry in this state has just begun to grow and 
we shall need the Babcock test more from now on than 
we ever have.

This test and 
the cream separators have revolutionized the dairy indus- 
try.

J. M. Fuller, of the Oklahoma Department of Dairy- 
ing: “The part played by the Babcock test in the devel- 
opment of dairying in Oklahoma is the same as in other 
states and countries.

A Discussion of the Milking Machine 


By PROF. C. LARSEN, of the South Dakota State College 


during the last two years we have installed the other 

six, and are using them daily in the dairy barn at the 
college at Brookings. Now it is from this experience 
only that I can write. 

The advantages of using the milking machine are 
innumerable. I think that most of your readers will rea- 
son them out for themselves and I would rather write of 
the obstacles, or some of the difficulties that a person is 
likely to meet in case he should install a milking machine. 
There is something queer about this milking machine 
business. I have been watching it pretty closely the last 
few years, and I find there are men who purchase milk- 
ing machines and use them a short time, and then sell 
them, or store them away somewhere. Another man will 
buy a milking machine and use it successfully, and the 
two milking machines are exactly of the same type and 
kind. Why this difference? You cannot explain it by 
saying that it is in the milking machine, because the men 
used the same kind of machine. It must lie in the two 
men and in the two herds: of cows. 

These machines we have at the college are all being 
successfully worked, but thev are being thus successfully 
worked because we consider the man, and we consider 
the cow, as well as the machine. The man and the cow 
and the machine, all three of these factors, must work 
harmoniously and understandingly together. Otherwise, 
the milking machine is not going to be a success. If any- 
body thinks that he can buy a milking machine, and just 
hitch it on to his cow and start his machine as though 
he were tapping a barrel, he is mistaken. He must re- 
member that the cow is a living individual; that the per- 
son operating the machine must not only understand the 
machine, but also the cow. If a man has a sympathetic 
understanding of a cow, and a good understanding of the 
machine, and is able to work those three things together, 
the milking machine cannot help but be a success. 

A person who expects to milk cows ought to under- 
stand that whenever a cow is being milked, there are 
three things that must function together. These are, 
first, the secretion, or manufacture of the milk. Second, 
the release of the milk by the cow. Third, the extraction 
of the milk by 
the machine. 
Those three 
things must func- 
tion together 
properly, and if 
they do not, the 
milking machine 
is not going to 
be a success.

strating the milking machines. When the breeders ask 
them what kind of cows they want, they say they don’t 
care.. I think it is a mistaken idea to impress upon the 
public that all you have to do is to have a cow and hitch 
the machine on, and see some milk flow. If the secretion 
of the milk of the cow is disturbed in any way so that the 
secretion of the milk cannot go on normally, the milking 
machine cannot do its work. If you excite the cow in any 
way, so that she won’t release the milk properly, the ma- 
chine cannot work successfully. Consequently, if the 
machine does not fit the cow, or injures the cow in some 
way, the milk will not be extracted. 

There is no need of hitching on a machine to a cow 
if there is no milk to be drawn. The cow doesn’t under- 
stand it and doesn’t give down her milk, and instead of 
the machine drawing on the milk, it draws on the tissue 
of the cow, and as soon as she feels that, she doesn’t 
let down the milk. The operator ought to take time to 
prepare the cow. 

At our barns, as soon as the machinery starts to run, 
some of the cows will know they are going to be milked 
and will give their milk down immediately, and other cows 
will give it down as soon as the machine is attatched. 
Some don’t give down the milk until you work with them 
awhile. There is no need of a man hitching a machine 
to a cow just because he can draw about half a pint of 
milk stored in the lower part of the cow’s udder. The 
cow must be ready and willing to give down her milk. 
Then the machine draws on the milk and not on the tis- 
sue. Get the right kind of a cup, and see that the teat 
cups fit. There are different sizes of cups for different 
cows. This does not apply to the machine having the uni- 
versal teat cups. The operator must be sure he has the 
machine in good order, and that the machine is properly 
attached to the cow. 

I want to say that in the near future milking machines 
are going to be common. There is no question about it. 
We are just entering into the milking machine age. In 
the near future the dairy animals of this country are 
going to be selected with the special object in view to 
getting cows with square udders and good sized teats of 
good quality. They are going to raise cows specifically 
for the milking

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grade my cows, and I would select those with good sized 
teats and a good udder, for the milking machine. If you 
have cows that don’t milk well by hand, you don’t want a 
machine. I should weed out all the cows that have uneven 
udders, unevenly placed, and cows that do not readily give 
down their milk. 

I like the spirit of stick-to-it-ive-ness. It is this spirit 
that wins in every undertaking. I heard someone say re- 
cently that there is not much new discussed at dairy 
meetings, but I think I can truthfully say the consideration 
of the milking machine is a new subject in the dairy 
field. In fact, it is so new that it is with considerable 
hesitation that I consented to discuss it. 

As probably some of you readers know, at the ex- 
perimental station at Brookings we are trying to see how 
practical these different machine are and with that in 
view we have installed seven different types, which are 
practically speaking, all of the leading types of milking 
machine that are being manufactured and in successful 
use in the United States today. : 

One more thing, that pertains to the care of the milk- 
ing machine. The machine should be taken apart every 
morning and cleaned with a brush and warm water that 
contains some kind of washing powder, and then steri- 
lized with scalding water. After it is scalded the parts 
should be placed in some kind of a disinfectant solution 
and left there until time to use the machine again. Then 
rinse the parts in cold clear water and assemble them. 
This is done in the morning. Then in the evening all that 
is done is to rinse the teat cups by applying the cassum, 
put the teat cups into water and rinse them out thor- 
oughly, and then rinse them again in pure, clean water. 
There are not so very many parts to a milking machine. 
Then take the parts and put them into this disinfectant 
solution over night. 

You can readily see that with such methods it is 
necessary we have a barn that is not so very cold. We 
don’t need anything fancy, but the ordinarily good barn 
is all right for taking care of the milking machine. If 
we take proper care of the machine we will get good 
milk. I am frank to say that the milk we have produced 
with milking machines is cleaner to the eye than is milk 


that is milked by hand, because the pail is covered up 
and there is no visible dirt; but I am also as frank to say 
that the number of bacteria has run considerably hieuur 
than in the milk drawn by hand. This is one of the prob- 
lems we are trying to overcome, but I am not prepared 
to say just how we can overcome this difficulty when oper- 
ating the milking machine in just the ordinary commer- 
cial way. It is easy for us to be very careful and painstak- 
ing by sterilizing and cleaning everything, but we want 
to use methods that are nractical and that can be put into 
operation by every farmer. 

I like to look at anv branch of agriculture with the 
thought of improving ourselves at the same time that 
we improve our work. I read a little story the other 
day of a little girl whose mother had died, and she was 
the housekeepér, and had to take care of the family. She 
had to wash the dishes three times a day, and do all the 
other work every day throughout the year. One day a 
friend came in and said to her, “Don’t you get awfully 
tired washing the dishes over and over again?” The 
little girl saia, ‘I used to get awfully tired, but I don’t 
now. One day a teacher of mine came in and said to 
me, ‘Whenever you do those dishes, see that they are 
clean and bright, because every one of those are character 
parts. Your character will be formed by the way you 
clean those utensils and do the other work of the house.’ ” 
In that way the child had gotten a different outlook en- 
tirely, and every time she did those dishes she cleaned and 
scoured them until they looked bright and shining, be- 
cause they were character formers. 

Every cow we keep should be a character cow, and 
is a character cow. I venture to say that the character 
of a man is reflected by his cows. Whenever you see a 
herd of good cows, a clean barn, clean surroundings, a 
milking machine at work and properly cared for, and 
everything spick and span around the place, you don’t 
need to show me that man. I can describe him to you. 
He is a man of high intelligence and good character. I 
think that is an important point to keep in mind when- 
ever we are talking about these various improvements, 
that a man’s character is formed by his work, no matter 
what he does.

Members of the Holstein-Friesian Association of Canada: 

As president of your association, it is with pride that 
I welcome you here today to transact the business of this 
our 33d annual meeting, and I hope that in our delibera- 
tions we will feel that our object should be to accomplish 
the greatest good for the greatest number, representing, 
as we do, the Canadian section of the greatest live stock 
fraternity of the world. Notwithstanding the fact that 
we are passing through the greatest and most bloody war 
the world has ever known, which has drawn on all our 
resources to the limit, still our membership has increased 
up to the 2,200 mark, our cash balance has ‘increased over 
last year and everything seems to point to still greater 
prosperity. As one of your retiring officers, I may be 
pardoned for saying that there never was a time in, the 
history of your association when it was so necessary to 
select the best men possible to form your executive. 

As a member of your markets committee which se- 
lected the heifers for the British Columbia sale held at 
New Westminster on October 13th last, I am sorry to 
say that it could not be considered a success, due possibly 
to the fact that it was a cash sale and money none too 
plentiful. The 56 heifers were landed in first class con- 
dition and acknowledged by all who inspected them to be 
possibly the best lot ever assembled in Canada. Had 
the eastern breeders been fully conversant with the facts, 
they might have considered it advisable to hold over the 
sale until business became normal in the west. However, 
while most of the cattle did not bring their value, they 
are still in our own country, and I congratulate our sister 
province, British Columbia, on getting as good as, if not 
the best, we can produce in Ontario.

The one is introduced by J. W. Richardson of 
Caledonia, which provides for some changes in connec- 
tion with the color marking of our cattle. This, to my 
mind, is a move in the right direction, and can be done 
on the line that Mr. Richardson proposes without making 
any sacrifice or lowering our standard. My reason for 
suggesting that this motion should become law is that 
during the last year a number of our very best bred ani- 
mals have been barred from registration on account of a 
spot the size of a penny being where our rules do not 
permit. 

The other motion is introduced by R. F. Mallory, of 
Frankford, which provides for more power to be given 
our secretary in connection with retests with our rec- 
ord of merit work. Under the present system, when a 
cow exceeds a standard of fat laid down by the associa- 
tion, a retest is compulsory. In accordance with Mr. 
Mallory’s motion, it will be optional with the secretary 
as to whether a retest is necessary or not. I might say 
that I think what has prompted Mr. Mallory to move for 
a change is that under the present system it is costing 
the association a large amount of money, and as the test- 
ing increases, the expenses under the present rules will 
increase in proportion. Hence, I think it will be good 
business to adopt Mr. Mallory’s motion. 

I think you will all agree with me when I say that 
never in the history of Toronto fair was our breed so well 
represented. The number of cattle exhibited far ex- 
ceeded that of any previous year. In some classes we 
found 30 or more lined up before the judge, which made 
it no easy task to always find the best. One very encour- 
aging feature this year was the number of new exhibitors, 
and the fact ‘that most of them met with success means 
that they will be anxious to come again. Right here I 
might be pardoned for saying that a great deal of credit 
is due your representative, R. F. Hicks, for the showing

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The Extended Pedigree 


HE importance of the extended pedigree is realized by 

practically every established breeder, but there is many 
a young man who is just starting in to whom it is not so 
thoroughly significant. 

The extended pedigree is really an account of the life 
history of the ancestors of the animal under considera- 
tion. When it is properly carried out, it gives a clear con- 
ception of the productive capacity which is transmitted 
through the blood lines of the different strains in the 
animal’s breeding. 

It is important to know that a calf’s sire is a famous 
bull, but it is more important if it can be shown that this 
sire has transmitted his inherited tendencies for produc- 
tion through his daughters. 

If a young calf has 84 half-sisters on the sire’s side 
whose advance register records are all creditable, it means 
more than if he is merely the son of a certain bull. 

A pedigree is always an assurance of purity -of breed- 
ing, but a fully extended pedigree, which includes the 
records of daughters and granddaughters of the same 
breeding, is double insurance for the prospective buyer. 
It means that a man is not only getting pure blood, but 
that he is also buying potential productive capacity as is 
indicated by every line in the animal‘s breeding. 

There is a lack of a knowledge of pedigree that is 
surprising among some breeders; especially among the 
younger men who are entering the field. These are not 
indifferent to the importance of breeding, but they sim- 
ply do not understand how to read a pedigree correctly 
and grasp the entire meaning of every phase of it. 

So much importance is attached to this chart of 
breeding that practically all the agricultural colleges have 
regular courses and lectures which are incorporated in the 
dairy courses devoted to this important line of study. 

The best method of acquainting oneself with Hol- 
stein-Friesian pedigrees is to study some of the records 
of breeding and production of the great cows that have 
emphasized their capacity by the official work that they 
have done. 

There are various ways in which these pedigrees can 
be secured. Certain firms make a business of producing 
them and if there is any particular animal that you wish 
to study, all that is necessary is to take the matter up 
with the pedigree companies and they will furnish you 
the most authentic chart, carefully worked out. An- 
other means of acquiring a supply of material from which 
one may conduct a study of this kind is through the sale 
catalog. These books are made for a particular purpose. 
They are intended for the men who are prospective buy- 
ers and not for general distribution among those who are 
just merely curiosity seekers, but they give the extended 
pedigrees of the stock offered. 

Finally, there are certain books in which one may se- 
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cure the extended pedigrees of famous animals. These 
books are not numerous, but such as are available are 
thoroughly worth while and will prove very attractive as 
an addition to any library. 

The best advice that can be given any student of 
Holstein-Friesian lore is to acquaint himself, not with a 
few pedigrees, but with the breeding of the great strains 
of Holstein-Friesians. 


Dr. Stephen M. Babcock 


Pyne men are very frequently unassuming. Truly 
great deeds need little pomp and no blare of trum- 
pets to proclaim them to the world. 

Dr. Stephen Moulton Babcock is one of the greatest 
benefactors of humanity because, through his achieve- 
ment, he has taken the doubt out of dairying and has 
relieved the practical farmer from the uncertainty that 
shrouded his work before the advent of the Babcock test. 

With the progress that has been made in the economy 
of agriculture, dairying is inevitable. As land values in- 
crease, the only possible system of profitable farming is 
through the agency of the dairy cow. Yet, the dairy cow 
is a tremendously deceptive creature when one must judge 
her from external appearance only. 

There is not a man, no matter how well versed he 
may be, who can tell what a cow can produce by merely 
looking at her. He must measure her capacity by some 
definite standard, and the world was groping in the dark- 
ness for that standard until Dr. Babcock came forward 
with his test. Therefore, this gentleman, possibly small 
in stature but with a heart large enough to appreciate the 
needs of all agricultural humanity, has proven himself a 
benefactor second to none. 

Men have achieved great things in the realm of in- 
vention, commerce and promotion, but in the vast majority 
of cases these achievements have been with a selfish pur- 
pose in view. The wonder, then, is that one should be so 
generous and large hearted as to give to humanity at 
large an invention of such far-reaching importance. 

It would have been possible for the doctor to have 
made millions from his test, but rather than to follow 
such selfish motives, he gave it freely for the advance- 
ment of the dairying industry. 

The entire world delights to honor men of this type, 
and the achievement which was this day especially cele- 
brated should be constantly appreciated by the men who 
are benefited daily through its use. 


Advanced Register Official 


RECENT editorial in the World emphasized the fact 

that the young breeder is worthy of considerable as- 
sistance. A letter just received emphasizes this state- 
ment. It comes from a gentleman who has been engaged 
in professional work, but who has acquired a farm in one 
of the newer states and who plans to devote his time to 
the development of a herd of registered Holsteins on this 
farm. He says that he is puzzled about many of the very 
simple things in connection with the business and he asks 
particularly that the full significance of the initials A. R. 
O. be given. 

This is a very encouraging letter. It shows that peo- 
ple are always glad to learn, no matter how well versed 
they may be in the work of their own profession. 

A. R. O. may be termed as the breeder’s best friend. 
The letters stand for the words Advanced Register Off- 
cial. This means that a cow, in order to have these 
words written after her name, has measured up to a cer- 
tain standard of productive capacity. There is a differ- 
ent standard for the various ages. A cow that is five 
years old or over would naturally be expected to yield 
more than a junior two-year-old. The cows that pass 
these standards are given credit for their work, and very 
frequently, the value of an animal is fixed quite largely 
by her efficiency as a producer or by the amount of breed- 
ing that she carries from extremely high producing ances- 
tors. 

The department of the advanced register maintains 
a separate year book which is fully as valuable as the 


~regular herd book, although it is not as large. The popu- 


larity of the advanced register is remarkable. Breeders 
everywhere are seeking to take advantage of the oppor- 
tunities which it offers and place their cows upon test in 
order to increase the demand for the offspring, also in 
order to give them a definite knowledge of what the herd 
can accomplish. 

The subject is one of far-reaching importance and

there is almost no limit to the possibilities which it offers 
to the breeder and also to the one who would write on 
the subject. One could go on indefinitely discussing the 
topic and still leave much unanswered. : 

Going back to the original premise, the advanced 
register is the seller’s best advertisement and the buyer’s 
safeguard. It adds dollars to the price which a cow or a 
bull will bring and it guarantees the purchaser against a 
possible loss. There is no way whereby one can guar- 
antee that a cow will do a definite amount of work in 
the hands of her new owner, but at the same time, there 
is no one thing that is a more certain: assurance of effi- 
cient production than these three letters, A. R. O. 


The Breeders’ Best Helper 


HERE is a time-honored truth that man cannot live 

for himself alone. From the very beginning of human 
history the greatest prosperity has followed those coun- 
tries and communities where each has striven for the ben- 
efit of others than himself. In other words, where co- 
operation has prevailed. by: 

It matters not how strenuous the competition may be, 
the men who are able and willing to get together and to 
work for the benefit of all concerned are the men who 
reap the largest profits themselves. This does not imply 
any idealistic Utopian theory. It’s merely a good com- 
mon-sense established law. __ : 

In every section where tried, co-operation has spelled 
the success of the dairy community. Men began by work- 
ing independently, each striving to benefit himself alone. 
Later, as society developed, men of like activities organ- 
ized themselves into associations and began to seek the 
greatest good for the greatest number. 

Of late years, co-operation has come very much into 
the foreground, especially with all lines of breeding and 
dairy work. The co-operative creamery is recognized as 
being especially successful wherever it is well established. 
The co-operative cow testing association has done won- 
ders for the improvement of the herds on practical farms. 
The community plan of breeding makes it possible to 
build up herds with the best blood lines when the pur- 
chase of such breeding would be beyond the reach of in- 
dividual farmers. 

Co-operation, or, in simple English, working together 
for a common end, has accomplished great things for the 
farmer and the dairyman along the line of breeding bet- 
ter cattle, manufacturing the dairy product more eff- 
ciently and economically, selling to the very best advan- 
tage and buying most judiciously. Surely co-operation 1s 
the breeder’s best helper. 


Unique Association 


HE state association of Holstein-Friesian breeders in 

Colorado is a unique organization. The report of the 
second annual meeting appears on another page. This 
says that the growth of the association has been from 
five to over 100 members in a year, and 20 per cent of the 
members are women. 

The president is Mrs. Crooks, a breeder of very de- 
cided popularity throughout the state. Mrs. Crooks has 
attracted considerable attention through the very high 
quality and type of her stock, and if her work continues 
during the next few years as it has during the past two, 
she will rank with the leading breeders of Holstein- 
Friesians whether in the east or the west. 

The climate in Colorado is especially healthful. 
Invalids from other sections go there to recuperate and 
it is no wonder that the cattle should be equally fortunate 
in warding off the disease to which dairy stock is heir. It 
this greater endurance is brought about by the difference 
in atmospheric pressure, the effect upon bovine lungs will 
not be materially different from that upon human lungs, 
and therefore the dread disease of tuberculosis will prob- 
ably be much less frequent here than in other sections 
where there is greater dampness and a less rare atmos- 

here. 

. Further than this, Colorado is able to produce an 
abundance of feed splendidly adapted to building up a 
strong constitution and developing great capacity for 
milk production. The hay that eastern breeders gladly 
buy, even paying as much as $20 per ton at certain times, 
grows freely in these Colorado fields. Grains are also 
quite generally grown and the climate shortens the 
period of stable feeding materially. 

Finally, the attitude of the people towards anyone 
who is willing to undertake dairying on a rather exten- 
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sive scale is always most encouraging. The financial in- 
terests are generous in the offers of assistance and busi- 
ness men generally are glad to co-operate with dairy 
farmers and breeders if they will consider locating in 
these sections. The erithusiasm that is inspired by co- 
operation of this kind is thoroughly contagious and it is 
only a question of a very brief time before there will be 
many more Holstein-Friesian herds in this state. 


South Dakota and the Milking Machine 


HE agricultural college of South Dakota has been 

doing much under the direction of Professor Larsen 
to demonstrate the value and the possibilities of the milk- 
ing machine from the standpoint of a practical farmer. 

Professor Larsen has had in active operation at the 
college six milking machines of different types. These 
have been in use for some time and the conclusions that 
have been reached as to the advisability of the machine 
are outlined in a general way in another article. 

Professor Larsen says: “It is now more than five 
years since we installed our first milking machine. By 
adding more machines, I have gained additional faith of 
mechanical milking. I am sure that the man who keeps 
cows that give a reasonably large flow of milk will have 
no trouble whatever with mechanical milkers if he has a 
fair, sympathetic understanding of the nature of the cow 
and a working knowledge of the milking machine, and, if 
further than this, he will weed out the cows with poor 
udders and defective teats. 

“The milking machine age has come. Personally, I 
would not keep a herd of dairy cows without a milking 
machine, but a man cannot hook one of these machines 
onto cows just as if he were tapping that many barrels. 
There is more to the mechanical milker than that.” 

These words from a man who speaks as carefully as 
does Professor Larsen, from a man who has given as 
close study to the subject, and finally from a man who is 
able to judge the benefits and the adaptability of a ma- 
chine of this kind, is worth a great deal to the dairy 
industry, especially to the man who is producing milk from 
a commercial standpoint. 


The Cows Are Responsible 


PAPER with an avowed beef flavor tells of a certain 

farmer in a certain state whose home is lighted with 
electricity, whose house is heated with steam and equipped 
with the most modern systems of plumbing, including 
shower and tub baths, whose barn is supplied with every 
convenience that practical architectural science can give 
and then this paper closes by saying, “It’s all explained 
by the fact that he is a dairyman.” 

All over the land, one will find illustrations of just 
this kind. The cows put comfort into the homes wherever 
they are given even half an opportunity. There is no 
crop on the American farm that, when all things are con- 
sidered, will yield a larger measure of home joy than the 
dairy herd; and when we talk of the dairy herd, we natur- 
ally mean a herd of cows pre-eminently devoted to the 
production of milk and butter-fat, which is another way of 
saying a Holstein herd. 

The student of agricultural conditions cannot fail to 
acknowledge the significance of the dairy cow as a factor 
of great importance. She has changed the landscape in 
many sections by adding this element of prosperity to the 
field and the farm. She makes the homes more comfort- 
able; she gives college educations to the children, and she 
improves the citizenship of the community where she 
reigns. 


Better rural life is claiming the attention of leaders 
in rural thought everywhere. Co-operative effort in the 
improvement of the country church and school is accom- 
plishing much.

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North Dakota’s New Dairy Building 


HE new dairy building of the North Dakota Agri- 
"T catturat College, recently completed, gives North 

Dakota good equipment for training its people along 
dairy lines. 

The building is a fire-proof two-storied structure built 
of brown brick and reinforced concrete. It has an 84-foot 
front and a depth of 52 feet and is so constructed that 
it can be easily enlarged along the same artistic lines 
when the need demands. 

In the locker room are about 60 steel lockers that are 
to be used by the 


turns that can be secured from dairying is attracting the 
attention of farmers to the introduction and development 
of our live stock industries. Dairy farming easily ranks 
among the first of those live stock industries and in the 
minds of many takes first place. 

The number of dairy cows in North Dakota is rapidly 
increasing. In 1900 the number was given as 125,503: in 
1910 as 259,173; in 1913 on January Ist it was estimated 
at 277,000 and on January 1, 1914, at 305,000. 

The training offered students is based on the need 


for a greater 





students for their 
white duck suits 
which will be re- 
quired of each 
while in the dairy 
laboratories. 

The farm 
dairy room will 
be devoted to the 
study of practices 
pertaining to farm 
dairying. In this 
room will be all 
of the hand pow- 
er equipment and 
apparatus used 
on up-to-date 
dairy farms and 
will include the 
various makes of 
standard separa- 
tors, the hand 
power Babcock 
centrifuge, and the hand power churns of various types 
including the swing, box and barrel. Around the wall of 
this room will be constructed a table or desk with three 
sets of drawers so that the students may be able to work 
more efficiently and have place to keep apparatus. 

Our creamery factory room will be devoted to oper- 
ations on a commercial scale. In this room we will have 
all of our power machinery and apparatus including cream 
ripeners, pasteurizers, coolers, churns, butter workers, etc. 
The power for operating this machinery will be a seven 
and a half horse power electric motor which will drive 
a main shafting suspended from the ceiling. 

The work to be conducted in the room devoted to 
cheesemaking, ice cream and market milk will be of such 
a nature as to give the student actual training in handling 
cheese, ice cream and market milk. The importance of a 
sanitary milk supply and high grade ice cream and cheese 
makes the possibilities in those fields of dairying very 
promising. 

The building is equipped with four cold storage rooms. 
Two of these will be used for the storage of butter and 
will be kept at a much lower temperature than the re- 
maining two rooms which will be used for curing cheese. 
With this equipment for handling the dairy products, it 
is possible for us to turn out a very high grade article. 

The testing laboratory, on the second floor, is to be 
used by the students and is equipped with the latest type 
of chemical desks or tables with lockers and desk room 
for 70 students. In this laboratory work will be done in 
conducting the Babcock test, the use of lactometers, the 
detection of adulterations and the standardizing of milk 
and cream. Adjoining this laboratory is the chemical 
store room which will be used for the supplies of appara- 
tus. The other laboratory room will be used in connec- 
tion with research work related to the dairy industry. 

The two class rooms are exceptionally well lighted 
and are sufficient to accommodate approximately 100 stu- 
dents, the larger class room having seats for probably 
65 students and the smaller about 35. i 

The reading room is large and well lighted and is 
equipped with a long study table and chairs. In this room 
will be kept the current, standard papers dealing with the 
dairy and animal husbandry industries. This room is also 
equipped with excellent electric light fixtures in the form 
of a 400-Watt light of the indirect type. 

The dairy division of the college now has the active 
support of the dairymen and dairy industry of the state. 
Much credit must be given to their efforts. The field for 
the development of the industry in North Dakota is sec- 
ond to no other state in the Union. The increased re-

The course of 
studies in its 
broad outlines 
will cover: (1) 
The ‘elements of 
dairying, which 
will acquaint and 
familiarize the 
student with the 
broad underlying 
principles upon 
which successful 
dairy farming 
must be based. 
(2) Specialized 
studies along 
either one or all 
of the following 
lines of dairy 
work: (a) Dairy 
manufactures 
which includes 
butter, cheese, ice cream, and the fermented milks; (b) 
economic milk production; (c) market milk handling and 
distribution; (d) dairy bacteriology; (e) dairy chemistry. 
The bacteriological and chemical work will, for the pres- 
ent, be given in the well equipped laboratories of the 
chemical and biological departments of the college. 

The dairy building is being equipped under the di- 
rection of J. R. Keithley, professor of dairying, who has 
charge of the dairy work in the North Dakota Agricultural 
College. He was formerly connected with the dairy di- 
vision of the United States Department of Agriculture. 

The new dairy building with its equipment is making 
possible the training of leaders in the dairy industry who 
are familiar with the conditions of the state, and, being 
North Dakotans, they will have their state pride to spur 
them to greater effort in developing this important in- 
dustry in the state. 





The National Holstein-Friesian Meeting 
W cistio the members of the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 


ciation of America meet in Detroit next June, their 
entertainment will be provided exclusively by the 
Michigan Holstein-Friesian Association. A committee of 
four officials of the Michigan Association was appointed 
last summer to look after the entertainment of the visiting 
breeders and to provide for the holding of a public sale 
of Holstein cattle that, it is hoped, will set the average- 
price mark high enough to stand for several years vo 
come. This committee consists of four of Michigan’s 
leading Holstein breeders: M. W. Wentworth of Lake- 
wood Farm, G. A. Dimoc of Maplecrest Stock Farm, Nor- 
ris A. Cole of Ypsiland Farms, and H. W. Norton Jr. of 
Mapleside Farms. On January 22d, the committee met 
in Detroit to outline plans for entertaining their guests 
next June and for the public sale of Holsteins that is to be 
held on the two days following the date of the meeting. 
As the meeting is to be held on Wednesday, June 7th, the 
sale will be held on Thursday and Friday, June 8th and 
9th. As a location for the sale the committee has selected 
the Michigan State Fair Grounds located at the city lim- 
its north of Detroit, where ample facilities are provided. 
The new Hotel Statler in Detroit will serve as the 
place where the meeting is to be held. Its audience hall 
provides ample accommodations for the 1,500 breeders 
that are to attend. In the evening a banquet will be ten- 
dered the visiting members. 
The public sale of cattle on the two following days 
will be one of a distinctly national character. <A _ total 
of 150 animals will be sold and, of these, only 20 head 
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will come from Michigan herds. The 
150 animals will represent the choic- 
est individuals of the Holstein breed. 
It is planned to gather into one sale 
ring the greatest collection of well- 
bred individuals of fine type that has 
been brought together in the history 
of the breed in this country. 

The organization having charge of 
the sale is to be known as the “Na- 
tional Holstein-Friesian Sale Com. 
pany of Michigan.” It will be com- 
posed of the men comprising the ar- 
rangements, committee and _ such 
breeders as will consign their cattle 
to the sale. The sale company has 
engaged the services of H. A. Moyer 
of Syracuse, New York, who will 
serve as “Sale Director.” It will be 
his duty to select the animals to be 
offered at the sale and to have gen- 
eral supervision of the event. 

“By adopting the foregoing plan of 
holding a sale in connection with the 
annual meeting, the Michigan men 
hope to establish a precedent that 
will be followed in later years. If, in 
1918, the sale is held in Iowa, the 
name of the organization can be 
changed to the “National Holstein- 
Friesian Sale (Company of Iowa,” and 
will serve each year as a _ national 
market place for the best cattle of 
the breed, rather than as a market 
place for the cattle of a single state 
or a few counties.” 

In regard to this sale Mr. Moyer 
says: 

“First of all, the consignments must 
be animals with good individuality, 
high records and as much great 
breeding as it is possible to get with 
the above, but we must not lose sight 
of the good individuality. I am sure 
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ihat we can get extra good prices for 
this quality of stock. There should 
be a number of 30-pound cows and a 
number of cattle that are especially 
well bred. We can use some young- 
er stock, but every animal must be 
well bred and must be absolutely per- 
fect without any blemishes.

made this year. In a large degree 
he is responsible for the presence of 
a great many of the new exhibitors. 

When carefully examining the 
prize list of the Canadian National 
Exhibition, I was surprised to find 
that Toronto had given to our breed 
of cattle $1,316 and to the Shorthorns 
$1,965, or $649 more to the Short- 
horns than to Holsteins. Going a lit- 
tle further I found that the Holstein 
entries this year exceeded those of the 
Shorthorns by 156. Conditions of this 
kind are worth investigating. To my 
mind, there are two reasons. The 
first is that our grant to the Canadian 
National Exhibition is less than half 
what it should be, and only one- 
quarter of the amount given by the 
Shorthorn association. ! teel that it 
would be advisable to increase our 
grant, because there can be little 
doubt that the merits of our breed of 
cattle receive at Toronto at least 10 
times the amount of publicity afforded 
at any other in Canada. It is just as 
much to the interest of the breeder 
who has his money invested in the 
cattle as it is to the exhibitor to have 
Holsteins properly represented at a 
fair which brings together 1,000,000 
visitors, even if it has to be done by 
curtailing our expenditure in some 
direction of minor importance. Now, 
you have elected a man to represent 
you on the Toronto fair board, and 
I do not think you could select a bet- 
ter one, but a good man is not better 
than a poor one if his hands are tied,

and they ‘certainly are when ‘we ‘ask 
him to get the same results with $250 
that other men get with $1,000. The 
second reason for the present state 
of affairs is, I find on the agricultural 
board of the Canadian National Ex- 
hibition no less than four Shorthorn 
men, Holstein breeders none. My ad- 
vice is to get your wires busy. 

The one thing that impressed me 
most in making a comparison of seven 
of the leading Holsteins and seven of 
the best cows of all other breeds for 
the three days under test was that the 
Holsteins had given 343 pounds more 
milk than any seven cows of the oth- 
er breeds and the average test of 
this milk was only a fraction under 4 
per cent. Figuring the excess milk 
of the Holsteins at the present mar- 
ket value, it means that the seven 
Holsteins made in -excess of their 
competitors 28c during the three days 
under test, which if carried on for a 
year at the same rate would put the 
Holsteins ahead of their seven near- 
est competitors $882 or $126 per cow. 
My object in giving you these figures 
is not to lower or lessen the value of 
other good breeds of cattle, but we as 
Holstein men assembled here today 
cannot refrain from discussing the 
good qualities of our own breed. 

You will note by the financial re- 
port the wisdom shown last year in 
cutting out some of the expenditures, 
such as that for an official organ. Had 
we not done this, we would have 
found a deficit on this year’s business 
of about $1,000. 

In conclusion, I feel that, consider- 
ing the uncertainty of the future ow- 
ing to war conditions, it would be 
good business on the part of the asso- 


ciation to go as cautiously as Possi- 
ble in the matter of expenditure. 


The Secretary’s Report 


The following very encouraging 
report was presented by. the, .secre- 
tary-treasurer, W. A. Clemons, of St 
George, Ont.; , 

In presenting the annual report of 
the work of the association for 1915 
I am once more able to say that our 
business has been very satisfactory 
The number of registrations has in- 
creased fully 20 per cent over last 
year and for the first time we have 
reached the 10,000 mark. Despite the 
fact that last winter feed was scarce 
in many sections and sales of stock 
consequently a trifle stow, the number 
of transfers during the year is larger 
than ever before, totalling over 7,800. 
The association has been strength- 
ened by the addition of 322 new mem- 
bers, a very gratifying increase, al- 
though slightly below that of last 
year. There has also been a falling 
off in the amount of testing done, pos- 
sibly due to some extent to the de- 
creased amount of prize money of- 
fered by the association.

During the year certificates were 
issued for 874 tests made under Rec- 
ord of Merit rules. Of these 492 
were new tests for seven days; 219 
additional tests for seven days; one 
test for nine days; one test for 11 days;

The 
south is awakening from its Rip Van 
Winkle sleep and will, at no distant 
date, become one of the foremost sec- 
tions of this country in live stock and 
dairy products.” 

Thus writes L. M. Hatch of Michi- 
gan, who is a land holder in Alabama. 
Mr. Hatch has just visited his south- 
ern farm where he and his brother 
are gradually beginning to introduce 
dairy farming to a section where it 
has been entirely unknown in the 
past. 

This same letter says “The way 
most of those old run-down southern 
fields respond to proper methods of 
farming is almost magical. As in 
other sections, it is humus rather than 
commercial fertilizer that the soils 
need, and the people are learning the 
importance of plowing under some 
wegetable matter even if they have no 
barnyard manure. 

“Where we are located, in Sumter 
county, Alabama, dairy cows need but 
little shelter in the winter. An open 
shed with a good roof and protection 
from north and west winds being all 
that is necessary. Cattle can be pas- 
tured from nine to 11 months of the 
year. I saw a great many cattle that 
had had only what they had picked 
up in the field, and were in good con- 
dition, the middle of January. Dairy 
yroducts bring even better prices than 
they do here in the north and land 
is selling at only $30 to $40 an acre. 

“The day I left Alabama, January 
15th, I picked a bouquet to bring 
north, and found the thermometer be- 
low zero in Michigan, 

“With its splendid climate, rich soil, 
long growing season, cheap land, good 
prices for dairy products and unusu- 
ally good railroad facilities that sec- 
tion of Alabama will soon become a 
wealthy dairy district. Holsteins are 
already: the most highly esteemed as 
well as one of the most numerous of 
the dairy breeds.”

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Iowa State Dairymen’s Convention 


of the dairy farmers of Iowa was 

held Thursday, February 3d, at 
Ames, Iowa, under the auspices of 
the state dairy association. This 
meeting, held during short course 
week at the Iowa State College, was 
largely attended and demonstrates the 
faith of the Iowa farmer in the dairy 
cow. It is interesting to note that 
approximately 2,200 people enrolled 
at Ames during the week, and dairy- 
ing was only one of the phases of 
work discussed. 

Judge W. B. Quarton, a leading 
Iowa Guernsey breeder and president 
of the association, presided at the 
meeting which was held in the chapel 
in Morrill Hall. The first speaker 
was W. W. Marsh, of Waterloo, who 
discussed “The Foundation of True 
Conservation.” Mr. Marsh touched 
on the history of France before the 
Revolution, noting that fame came 
only to the soldier in those days. In 
predicting a change of conditions 
during the present century, the 
speaker took occasion to say that, 
judged by our standards, the Ameri- 
can farmer is the most efficient, pro- 
ducing from two to six times as much 
per man as the farmers of other coun- 
tries. With intensive conditions this 
standard would change to the stand- 
ard of the acre, when labor became 
more plentiful. Efficiency and con 
petency in farming were emphasized. 
There is no profession that requires 
more knowledge, intelligence, ability 
or devotion, or in which the compen- 
sation or reward is surer than in dairy 
farming. 

Tracing the progress of dairying, 
Mr. Marsh called attention to the fact 
that when the Jersey cattle club was 
founded in 1868, there was serious 
question as to the possibility of a 
dairy cow ever being able to produce 
300 pounds fat in one year. In 48 
years, the standard has_ increased 
fourfold, and dairy breeders now 
would not keep an animal unless she 
was capable of producing more than 
300 pounds fat a year. The devotion, 
time and energy given to making rec- 
ords would have acquired fame and 
fortune in other walks of life. The 
people do not realize the importance 
and dignity of agricultural profes- 
sions. 

The advance made in farm equip- 
ment necessitates more care on the 
part of the farmer, for, if wrongly 
used, the inventions become merely 
instruments of soil robbery. The 
abandoned farms of New England 
and the worn-out soils of the older 
countries show the need of true con- 
servation. The richness of the Mis- 
sissippi valley is not inexhaustible and 
the basis of true conservation is the 
dairy cow and allied forms of animal 
husbandry. We_ should appreciate 
Iowa land. Build good homes and 
emphasize the spiritual life of a good 
home. Henry Ward Beecher has said 
that the dairy cow is the beginning 
of Anglo-Saxon civilization. 

The speaker emphasized the value 
of pure bred sires in breeding up good 
erade cows and stimulating the pro- 
duction of common herds. He also 
pointed out that the vegetable nutri- 
tion sold from the farm in a load of 
corn worth $30 and in a carload of 


Tot first midwinter convention 
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butter valued at $6,000 was practic- 
ally the same. In conclusion, he em- 
phasized the necessity of farming, not 
soil robbery or stealing the fertility 
of the soil from future generations. 

F. H. Scribner of the United States 

Department of Agriculture, spoke on 
“Practical Feeding for Milk Produc- 
tion.” This speaker emphasized the 
need of soil conservation, saying thet 
onlv one crop of soil was available 
and therefore we must conserve and 
strengthen it. To do this, live stock 
farming is necessary, and because of 
the nitrogenous feeds needed, dairy- 
ing is the more practical way to im- 
prove the soil. He pointed out the 
need of the daily milk sheet, Babcock 
test, and feed records to enable the 
Gairyman to properly cull his herd. 
It is necessagy, however, to feed each 
cow individually before her dairy po- 
tentiality can be known. 
_ Mr, Scribner spoke of the need of 
“big, strong. vigorous, thrifty cows,” 
and declared that in order to secure 
them, it is necessary to feed them lib- 
erally to develop their capacity and 
size. The importance of conforma. 
tion as related to production was also 
brought out. In conclusion, he dwelt 
upon the importance of palatability 
and digestibility in the ration for the 
dairv cow. He declared that one ton 
of hay cut early was equal to two tons 
of late cut hay for producing purpos- 
es. While some cows may be later 
maturing, yet by liberal and careful 
feeding the efficiency of the dairy 
herd can be greatly increased. 

“The Future of Dairying in Iowa” 
was discussed by W. B. Barney, state 
food and dairy commissioner. This 
address was given in full in the Feb- 
ruary 5th World. 


Briefly summarized, Mr. Barney’s 
address dealt with the necessity of en- 
couraging the boy to remain on the 
farm and take up the work of his 
father rather than to leave for the city 
where perhaps he would be an ex- 
tremely ordinary street car operator 
or day laborer. 

In the second place, Mr. Barney 
gave statistics to show the growth 
that has been made in dairying in cer- 
tain sections of the state. The actual 
production per cow has been very ma- 
terially increased in a number of the 
counties and this is just an indication 
of what may be done all through the 
state. Finally, the matter of over- 
doine the dairy business was touched 
upon. This is a contingency that 
need cause the successful dairymen no 
anxiety. The demand for dairv cattle 
is constantly growing and will con- 
tinue to flourish for years to come. 
This and the slight element of drud- 
gery will prevent any possibility of 
dairying ever being overdone. ; 

Dr. K. Y. Stouder of Ames, ad- 
dressed the convention on “Contagi- 
ous Diseases of Dairy Cattle.” The 
principal hazard to breeding is the 
disease question, which increases in 
importance with the density of the 
population. Of the contagious dis- 
eases, infectious abortion cattses a 
loss of over $20,000,000. Dr. Stouder 
gave a brief outline of the disease, 
quite similar to a discussion recently 
noted in the World. ; 

H. H. Kildee, professor of dairy 
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husbandry at the state college, gave a 
few illuminating lantern slides in con- 
nection with his talk, “The Pure Bred 
Sire and His Relation to Herd De- 
velopment.” He showed illustrations 
of calves from scrub dams by good 
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sires that produced more as two- 
year-olds than their dams ever gave. 
He also spoke of the necessity of 
choosing a good sire and not select- 
ing an animal simply because he may 
be registered.—L. S. Gillette.

The. business men of Herington 
have invited the MHolstein-Friesian 
breeders of Kansas to assemble ou 
March Ist for the purpose of organiz- 
ing a state association of Holstein- 
Friesian breeders. A banquet is to 
be given in the evening and a general 
campaign of organization among 
those who are interested in pure bred 
cattle will be undertaken. There are 
a number of excellent herds in the 
state and there is no reason why Kan- 
sas breeders should not have the same 
co-operation and assistance that is en- 
joyed in other states. Kansas offers a 
wonderful field to the breeder of Hol- 
stein-Friesian cattle, whether he be 
within the borders or in some other 
state. Only such men as are thor- 
oughly responsible are invited to co- 
operate in this campaign of establish- 
ing better herds. The agricultural 
college is doing much to promote this 
interest and to safeguard the purity of 
Kansas herds against importations 
from unreliable sources. Remember 
this meeting March lst at Herington. 
Kan.—W. H. Mott. 


The Colorado Meeting. 


The second annual meeting and 
first annual banquet of the Colorado 
Holstein-Friesian club will always be 
remembered as a record sociability 
affair. 

The convention hall of the Savoy 
hotel, Denver, was the meeting place, 
and all arrangements were perfect. 
The dimpled and genial H. Brown 
Cannon, president of the Windsor 
Farm Dairy, was toastmaster, a trust 
(?) for which he is admirably quali- 
fied. A better plan for making folks 
acquainted than the one he evolved 
could hardly be found. Each person 
at the table was called upon to intro- 
duce the person on his left. Thus the 
Denverite found excuse for learning 
all abqut the man from the western 
slope and the man from the Arkansas 
valley made friends with the one from 
Greeley. 

No long papers were read, no out- 


‘of-state speakers were present. It 


was a truly get-together affair. Dr. 
Work of Pueblo, who is the first 
breeder in the state to put 30-pound 
records on any of his cows and has 
put four over the line in 10 months, 
told how to do it. His talk was highly 
instructive and much appreciated. 
Professor Morton of the state agri- 
cultural college made a brief but prac- 
tical and interesting address. He 
dwelt particularly upon the wisdom 
of breeding from good families and 
of official testing and the increased 


value of an animal, with an official 
record, even if small. 

R. M. Bishop, editor of the ‘Colo- 
rado Dairyman, spoke of the neces- 
sity for organization and the benefit 
of dairy shows. 

M. E. Penrose told of the early days 
of Holsteins in Colorado and com- 
pared the Holsteins grown in this 
state with those of the east. In a trip 
of several weeks in eastern Holstein 
centers, he found nothing that ap- 
proached Colorado cattle for size and 
constitution. He emphasized the im- 
portance of breeding and raising them 
here for eastern and western markets. 

W. S. Partridge, of Holly. gave a 
little history of Holsteins in the Ark- 
ansas vallev. He related how failures 
and successes had alternated when the 
farmers depended upon sugar beets 
and grain farming—and how a few 
Holstein cows on a farm now insured 
a comfortable living and the ability to 
meet payments on both farms and 
cows. He told of the wonderful ad- 
vantages of favorable climate, cheap 
alfalfa and grains for the raising and 
developing of large vigorous cattle in 
the Arkansas valley. 

J. M. Williams of Lamar, spoke 
from the banker’s standpoint. He said 
his bank had sold 2,000 cows to farm- 
ers in the last two years on monthly 
payments to be taken from milk 
checks. The longest time required to 
pay for them had been two years. His 
bank considered the Holstein cow first 
class security. 

Superintendent Landell of the Ft. 
Lupton condensary explained why the 
Holstein milk was preferred by con- 
densaries. 

xseorge Sinton of Colorado Springs, 
advised every one in the business to 
get into pure breds at the earliest pos- 
sible date. 

Mrs. Crooks. who owns a good herd 
of pure breds at Holly, said she was 
strong for pure breds and strong for 
organization, but would ask Dr. Work 
to utilize her five minutes in telling 
how the 30-pound records were made 
in his herd at Woodcroft. 

The late hour necessitated a brief 
business session. 

Carlos W. Hall moved the old offi- 
cers be re-elected. The motion was 
numerously seconded and was put by 
toastmaster Cannon. 

The officers for the coming year are 
Mrs. A. M. R. Crooks, president; Mrs. 
D. G. Douglas, secretary; M. E. Pen- 
rose, treasurer. 

President Crooks announced the 
appointment of committees would be 
made by letter and a meeting of the 
executive committee held in the near 
future. 

The Colorado club began a year ago 
with five members. It now has in the 
neighborhood of 100 and new applica- 
tions every day. Its growth indicates 
the growth of Holstein business in 
the state. It is noteworthy that two 
of the officers of the club are women 
who are real breeders of fine pure 
bred Holsteins. Twenty per cent of 
the membership of the club is women.
